Theatrical Managers Will Defend George 
Clancy on the Charge of Larceny 
Brought by Alexander Byers—Allege 
the Complainant Is the Most Noted 
Pirate of Plays in the World—Deserip- 
tion of His Methads of Working and 
the Field He Covers. 

° George Clancy was brought to trial in Jus- 
tice Biume’s court on West Madison street 
yesterday afternoon, charged with larceny. 
Clancy is charged with stealing fifty manu- 
script copies of plays now upon the stage. 
The man who made the complaint is Alex- 
ander Byers, who is alleged to be the most 
notorious play pirate in the world. 

Byers has had in his employ for over a year 
this man, George D. Clancy, whose duty it 
has been to manipulate the mimeograph in 
manifolding pirated plays. Clancy saw the 
big profits in the business and thought it was 
a game two could piay at. Sofrom time to 
time, as he would copy a play, he would keep 
a copy of it and thus he had finally a stock in 
trade. Then he left Byers’ office and started 
in business for himself. He thought he had as 
much right to make money as his former em- 
ployer. 

Byers would admit of no rival, so he sued 
out a search warrant and recovered all of 
these manuscripts from the possession of an 
actor, George Klimt, who had been taken 
into the scheme by Clancy. Klimt some time 
ago waa prosecuted by Louis Aldrich for pro- 
ducing a pirated version of Algrich’s play, 
„My Partner.“ When Klimt is not acting 
he is mixing and selling driaks at Blue 
Island. avenue and Halsted street. Byers 
also .caused the arrest ‘of his former 
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broken-down actors

It is an undeniable fact that public gambling- 
houses have been substantially, if not entirely, 
suppressed. Attempts to start up again have 
been certainly made by some in the past and 
surely will be made by others in the future, but 
honest effort has been made, and will be con- 
tinned, to suppress these sporadic cases as 
quickly as they may occur and are brought to the 
notice of the city authorities. There is certainly 
infinitely less public gambling, in the common 
acceptance of the term, in Chicago today under 
my administration than there has been at any 
time during the last twenty years under any of 
my predecessors. Irrespective of any action 
of the Civic Federation or any other 
body of citizens I will continue 
my labors in the direction of suppressing public 
gambling-houses; and I stall be pleased to be 
furnished with any tangible proof (not, however, 
„common report or newspaper statements) 
that public gambling-houses are open. Immedi- 
ately upon receipt of such proof I will personal 
ly see to it that the offenders are prosecuted and 
their business broken up. The General Superia- 
tendent of Police has definite orders to stop pub- 
lie gambling and 1 have confidence both in his 
honesty and his ability to cause these orders to 
be promptly and vigorously executed. 


Difficulties to Be Met. 


The difficulties which beset mein this and all 
other similar matters of municipal reform are 
greatly increased by the police system prevailing 
in every large city of the United States. Under 
every administraticn the police were perbaps not 
much more, but certainly hot mach less, efficient 
than under the administrations of such Mayors 
as Mediil, Roche, and Washburne. It was one of 
my campaign pledges to take the police out of 
politics, and I freely admit that us 
yet I have been unable fuliy to redeem my pledge. 
But the reason was not any intentional neglect 
on my part, but the fact. that the first ten months 
of my term were more fully occupied by persist- 
ent and I am proud to say highly successful ef- 
forts to stop the carnage daily occurr.g at our 
grade crossings and to secure to the people their 
rights as against greedy and unscrupuious cor 
poration managers to steal corrupt franchise or- 
dinances. Whiie I expect no praise for my work 
in that direction I did not expect that sinister in- 
fluences would be exercised to befog the public 
mind with the false charge that the Mayor of 
Chicago was the friend of the “criminal classes.”

Byers Claiths “A Texas Steer.” 
The case was called before Justice Blume 
at 2 o’clock yesterday afternvon.

When Charles Frohman heard Byers had 
Clancy arrested he telegraphed to Mr. La- 
tham to defend the prisoner and as far as pos- 
sible to bring to light in the trial the methods 
employed by Byers in pirating plays. 

So on cross-examination Mr. Latham 
walked to the pile of manuscripts and took 
up the one on top.

„As to confining it to Americana I cannot 
say we will do it. But I think we are agreed 
to make Americana one of the few topics to 
which we will devote ourselves. I realize the 
grandeur of the subject and the expansiveness 
of the collection, which is such that only a 
corporation can provide it, I think, too, a 
library of Americana would be a noble in- 
stitution. But I am not ready yet to say I 
would favor confining the library to it.“

Boston, Mass., Nov. 1'7.—[Special, ]—H. H. 
Holmes was arrested in this city today charged 
with working a graveyard insurance scheme 
in Philadelphia last September. B. F. Pitzel 
was a friend of Holmes who ostensibly ran 
a real vstate business in Philadelphia. 
Upon the life of Pitzel was $10,000 insurance 
in the Fidelity Mutual Life Association, 
placed through a Chicago agency. A body 
secured in New York was placed in Pitzel’s 
office, and Holmes identified it as that of 
Pitzel, who supposedly had died from 
the effects of burns received by an explo- 
sion of benzine. But the insurance com- 
pany, while it paid the money, proceeded to 
investigate and traced Holmes to Chicago and 
Denver and back East here, and today after 
his arrest he confessed all, saying Pitzel is 
aliveand that he (Holmes) shared in the 
$10,000 insurance money. Boston police 
think Holmes may be a man wanted in Chi- 
cago to answer to the charge of murder. It 
is certain he is wanted in Fort Worth, Tex., 
to answer to the charge of horse-stealing. 

Puuapeurui, Pa., Nov. 17.—The corpse 
of a man was found at No. 1816 Callowhill 
street, this city, Sept. 8 last, and was buried 
by the Coroner under the name af B. F. Pit- 
zel. A man by uame ren house 
in Callowhill street during the summer under 
the name of B. F. Perry, and while there con- 
ducted a patent medicine business. 

Found Dead on the Floor. 

The last week in August he disappeared, 
and Sept. 8a man with whom he bad business 
relations went tu the house and found Perry 
dead on the floor. Death was attributed to 
the explosion of a jar of cleaning fluid. On 
the body was foundasmail sum of money 
and two letters dated St. Louis, 8 trom 
the man’s wife, in which was signified her in- 
tention of coming to Philadelphia. 

The body lay in the morgue eleven days 
without identification, when having to all ap- 
pearances been dead four or five days before 
discovery. The Coroner’s jury called it a 
death caused by burns acc:dertally received. 

Atter the body had been buried in the 9 — 
tet 's field a communication was received by 
the Fidelity Mutual Life Association dated St, 

signed by an attorney of 
D. Howe. It said 

the death notice in 
a Philadelphia newspaper and he repre- 
sented the dead man's widow, The latter fur- 
ther says the real name of the dead man was 
B. F. Pitzel, a beneficiary of the company, 
the name of Perry having been assumed on 
account of ‘financial ‘difficulties in Tennessee. 
The attorney’s request for blanks.to make the 
usual claim was refused by the company, but 
it sent to the General Manager in ‘Chicago, 
where the policy had been issued, for a de- 

scription of the man who took it out. 

The policy had been issued through the 
agency of a reputable business-man, but when 
he was on the stand he referred the inquirer 
to H. H. Holmes, who had had a desk in the 
same building w.th the dead man in 
Ohicago durmg the World’s Fair. The gen- 
eral manager could not locate Holmes at 
first, but found his wife, and by her was told 
her husband was a traveling man and she 
would communicate with him. The manager 
left with her a clipping referring to a body 
found in Chicago, and a few days later the 
office received a ietter from Holmes offering 
to come to Chicago if his expenses were paid. 


Said She Was His Daughter. 


The next day, however, Holmes wrote to 
the Philadelphia office saying he had learned 
the death was in Philade; and as he 
expected to be in Baltimore soon be 
woud 25 in Philadelphia. Meantime 
Attorney owe appeared in Philadelphia 
accompanied by a young girl, whom he re 
revented as the daughter of tne dead man. He 
also produced a letter of introduction to Su- 

rintendent of Police Linden from a former 

istrict Attorney of St. Louis, and Supt. Lin- 
den seat him to the President cf the insur- 
apce company. 

It was then decided to exhume the body, 
which was done by officials of the Coroner. 
The officials of the company were satisfied 
and the body was reburied, and Attorney 
Howe received the $10,000 representing tne 
sum due Mrs. Pitzel. 

The insurance cumpany never doubted the 
truth of the identification, although it had a 
belief that the case was one of murder rather 
than accident. A moath ago, however, one 
of the company's agents while in St. Louis 
became cognizant of some of the facts, 
and he formulated the theory of — Ba 
Phen it was leurned that Pitzel and Holmes 
obtained by some means or other a corpse 
from the New York hospital, brought it here, 
sufrounded itby the evidences of a violent 
death in the Callowhill street house, and ob- 
tained the $10,000 as above described. , 

Detectives are now after the other conspir- 
ator, Pitzel. 


HOLMES ENOWN IN CHICAGO AS HOWE. 


Bullt a World’s Fair Hotel, Had Pitzel La- 
sured, and Disappesred. 

New York, Nov. 17.— Special.] — Holmes 
had been known in Chicago as Howe. He 
had been a physician and at ene time con- 
ducted a drug store. Fortune smiled on 
him to some extent. With a number 
of others he built a large hotel 
for the accommodation of visitors to 
the World's Fair. He was known as a builder 
and capitalist, and when he presented himself 
as a candidate for insurance in the Philadel- 


+ phia company the Chicago agent, Mr. Fay, 


accepted him without hesitation. A month 
afterwards he introduced his friend, 
Mr. Benjamin PF. Pitzel, to the company. 
Mr..Pitzel wanted $10,000 insurance on his 
life, and on the recommendation of his em- 
pioyer, Mr. Holmes, that amount was made 
out in the policy. After the finding of the 
dead body of the man who called himeelf 
Perry. in the house in Philadelphia 
they sent to Chicago for Holmes. 
The Chicago agent went looki for Mr. 
Hoimes down at the big hotel which he had 
built and was much surprised when he was ia- 
formed that Mr. Ho:mes had disposed of 
his effects in 89 and had departed 
for parts unknown, olmes had studied 
medicine in a Western college, and had 
practiced in the West. After money had 
been paid Hoimes met Pitzel and divided the 
money and went back to Chicago, Then he 
left Chicago, and aiter mak a tour of New 
Hampshire went to Boston. It is said he is 
also wanted in Chicago.

MANY KILLED BY FALLING WALLS. 


Reports from Italian Provinces Indicate 
Dum-rge by the Earthquake Is Great. 

Romz, Nov. 17.—Latest reports from the 
districts which suffered from the earthquake 
indicate greater damage was done than was at 
gest beheved. The shocks continued all 
night. At Messina the first quake lasted 
twelve seconds. It was accompanied by loud 
rumblings. The terror ou the part of the 
people was universal. The authorities soon 
perfected an organization and assisted 
by the militia, succeeded in restoring quiet 
for the time being. The people remained on 
the streets during the night. There were 
many shucks, the most severe being about 2 
o’viock in the morning. The populace fied 
panic-etricken, rushing wildly in all direc- 
tions, hoping to escape from danger. and of- 
tered prayers for deiiverance. In the morn- 
ing another shock occurred and the people 
fled to the ships in the harbor. 

At Reggio six shocks were distinctly ob- 
served. Large sized cracks in the buildings 
of the town were caused by the earthquake. 
The people still remam in the open p.aces. 
fearing to return to their homes. Military 
patrols are guarding the town. Six persons 
were killed by the failing walls. 

At Baguaria many of the inhabitants were 
injured. The damage reported at Tacchini 
is very heavy. 

The chief official of the observatory at 
Rome says the eurthquake was confined to 
the Lipari Islands and the Provinces of Mes- 
sina and Reggio in the Calabria.

The total asessment ievied for that year was 
86.000, 000 and over $900,000 has already 


been credited to the property-owners on ac-. 


count o! excessive assessment. In atime of 
the greatest financial depression, with 100,- 
000 men out of employment, the city delib- 
erately overcharges the pruperty-owners 
nearly $1,000,000 in excess uf the actuai 
cost of pubiic improvements. The whole sys- 
tem is wrong, a unless some cha are 
made in the present laws Chicago wiil suffer 
tremendously in the est mation of non-resi- 
dent owners, aud the progress of the city wiil 
be retarded for years. 

John A. Fiske said he was assessed a round 
sum for the opening of Seventy-fourth street 
two years ago. He paid the assessment with- 
out protest, but thus far no action has been 
taken toward opening the street and the city 
authorities do not know whether the street 
Will ever be opened, In the meantime the 
city has collected the money from the de- 
fenseiess property-owners and stuboorily re- 
fuses to refund a dollar thus iliegally col- 
lected from the taxpayers. While the ainount 
collected was not large, it was enough to 
create serious inconvenience to the property- 
owners.

For this improvement, so called, I was as- 
sessed $5,000, as my property extends from 
Seventy-ninth to Eighty-third street.

Job. A great hump thirty-four feet wide in the 
center of the street, and for which railway 
company has not paid a single dollar. is one of 
the most unsightiv improvements ever cootem- 
plated. No property-owner, as far as I know, 
ever asked for this improvement, but it was 
simply made in the interest of the electric road. 

In addition to this outrage, which practicaily 
spoils the value of my real estate cal prevents 
me from obtaining a purchaser, I have had to 
suffer another expensive indignity atthe hands 
of the city authorities, I had never been notified 
of any of these assessments until they were lev- 
ied and the work commenced, and you can imag- 
ine my surprise and indignation when! learned 
I was assessed $36,000 for the constru ofa 
sewer and pumping station, which were designed 
to relieve a district bounded by Seventy-ninth 
and rigkty-seventh streets and by Lake Michi- 

an and Halsted streets. The pumping station, 

understand, is to be erected at Highty-third 
street and the lake. 

This whole system is not only wroug but is a 
useless and outra us tax upon the property- 
owners. When the Drainage Canal is comp.eted 
the whole sewage system of Chicago will neces- 
sarily have to be entirely revoiutionized and 
made to conform with the new and elaborate 
drainage couditions of a great city. When this 
is done it will be shown 1 have been ass 
$36,000 for the improvements of vacant lots 
which do not need sewers, ditches, or any other 
sanitary improvements, and certainly will not 
need them for at least five years to come. There 
is actually not a house on these lots, no people 
live there, and there is comparatively little 
travel, and why this expensive improvement 
should be crowded upon the property-owners at 
this time is beyond my comprehension. It is an 
injustice and an outr and I do not propose 
to passively submit to it. If it were not for the 
fact that the electric railway officers. headed by 
Columbus R. Cummings, were demanding this 
thing, it would not be ordered for years to come. 
In regard to the pavement of Cottage Grove Com- 
missioner Jones of the Public Works Depart- 
ment admitted frankly the manner in which this 
work was done was an outrage and practicaily 
ruined my property for the time being. 

The committee will prosecute its investiga- 
tions vigorously and Mayor Hopkins will be 
invited to give the board the benefit of his ex- 


perience in municipal special assessments.

With His Death All Semplance of a King- 
dom Disappear. 

Tawhiao, last King of Maoris, died in 
September of influenza. He leaves no suc- 
cessor and with him disappears the last sign 
of the independence of the once powerful na- 
tion which reigned over New Zealand. Taw- 
hiao, or Potatau II., as his royal name was, 
could trace his ancestry far back. In his ex- 
ternal appearance he showed the peculiar 

of the Maori. He received callers in a 
spacious hall, always surrounded by his four 
wives and a number of chiefs. A black 
feather, sprinkled with white, adorned his hair; 
in one ear he wore a large roughly polished 
stone, in the other an animal tooth. His face 
was tattooed with a net of blue curved lines. 
To his early mewories belonged the arrival 
of the first Christian missionaries, Hack, 
Hamlin, Williams. and Morgan. They were 
soon followed by English settlers and then 
began those bitter fights in which Tawhiao 
played such an important part. He bad as- 
sumed the government in 1860 and soon after 
began the bloody war of the Waikotos. In 
the battle of Rangariri he barely escaped with 
his life. After the war he spurned all at- 


te.apts at a compromise. Neither McLean’ 


nor George Grey, who conferred with him 
several times, could sway him from his view 
that all foreign innovations had to go.“

EARTHQUAKE TEL THROUGHOUT ITALY. 


Damage to Property Widespread and Sev; 
eral Lives Are Lost. 5 

Roms, Nov. 17,—The earthquake yesterday 
extended over a large area of Southern Ital 
and Sicily. The shocks were sharply from 
the Provinces of Messina and Reggio di Calg. 
bria. Much damage was done in the towns 
of Messina and a number were injured. , 
inmates of the prisons were panic-stricken, 
mutinied, and tried to escape. The prison 
guards had the greatest difficulty in prevent 
ing the prisoners from getting away. 

Six earthquake shocks were felt at Reggio 
during the aight and a number of houses 
suffered badly. Severe shocks were especially 
felt at Palz, Seminara, San Procolio, and 
other towns in the Province of Reggio. In 
this province great damage has been done to 
property, anda number of people have heen 
killed and injured in addition to those who 
are known to have been buried beneath fallen 
houses. 

A landslide, caused by the earthquake, on 
the railroad near Bagnara, in the Province of 
Reggio, stopped railroad traffic in that dis. 
trict. The earthquake shocks were felt here 
and on the Isiand of Ischia.

The Prince tomcrrow will be pre- 
sented with a farewell address from Strasburg 
University and at the same time 
an honorary diploma will de con- 
ferred upon him. These ceremonies will be 
followed by a torchlight procession arranged 
by the inhabitants of Strasburg. The demon- 
strations of the people of Strasburg, and of 
Alsace-Lorraine in general, afford clear testi- 
mony of the esteem and respectin which 
Hohenlohe is held by the inhabitants of the 
two provinces he has governed, and disprove 
the assertions that his rule has been unduly 
severe. Hohenlohe will not return to Berlin 
until Wednesday next, and until then several 
weighty questions remain in abeyance,

provements. In twenty-five years, the annex- 
ationists say, the city is likely to have 8,500, 
000 inhabitants if its recent rate of growth 
be approximated, and upon such a population 
the remnant of the burden would rest very 
lightly. i

Letters Between Retiring Corporation 
Counsel and the Mayor. 

After 10 a. m. Tutsday John Mayo Palmer 
will be Corporation Counsel, providing the 
Council at its meeting tomorrow evening con- 
firms his nomination.

Equalization of Rates in the East Would 
Not Be Felt in Chicago, 

In the opinion of Chicago anthracite coal. 
dealers this market would not be affected by 
any equalization of rates which is now de- 
manded by the individual operators along 
the line of the Lehigh Valley railroad 
company. Local officials of the Le- 
high Valley are not inclined to talk 
about the matter. One dealer said yes- 
terday the individual operators probably 
want to share in the 2 of the company 
derived by it from line trade, Under their 
contract they agree to sell their coal to the 
company based on a percentage of the price 
at tide water. This means coal shipped to 
Eastern points. At present the Eastern price 
is $3.25 a ton, which, after deducting the 
freight of 81.75 a ton, would leave the in- 
dividual operators $1.50 for coal at 
the mine. At points along the Lehigh 
Valley and other | carrying roads 
connecting with it, the railroad company owing 
to lack of competition obtain higher figures 
probably $2.25 a ton. But this is estimated 
as beng only 10 per cent of the eatire coal 
trade. It is hardly probabie, declared the 
dealer, that the Lehigh Valley will reduce the 
price at line points, and it hardly can raise it 
at the Eastern points or tide trade where 90 
per cent of the coal is used. In Chicago coal 
is now sold at $5 to $5.25, and asthe differ- 
ence inthe freightis $2 the local price is 
practically based on tidewater rates,

in their summer clothes. Besides these there 
are the homes for discharged convicts, homes 
for destitute children, homes for the aged, 
day nurseries, life-saving stations, and 
schools for the freedmen. There are also 
eases of public emergency, such asa great 
fire or a pestilence. 

There is alwaysan urgent need in every 
city. large and small, for just such articles as 
the Needlework Guild supplies. In St. Louis 
there were collected 4,000 garments in less 
than two months after organization; in Mil- 
waukee there were over 3,000 within six 
weeks; in Elizabeth, N. J., there were over 
8.000 ia five weeks, and 1,500 in Buffalo in 
the same time; Newark, N. J., collected 
2,500 in four weeks. ‘Chicago last year col- 
lected 6,000 garments, and it is expected 
this year that tne number will reach 10,000. 

The government of the Needlework Guild 
isextremely simple. The Presidents of the 
branches form the governing body. 
Branch Presidents elect four general officers, 
Honorary President, General President, Gen- 
eral Seeretary, and General Treasurer. The 
General President appoints from the Branch 
Presidents an Executive committee, and the 
actions of the general officers and of the Ex- 
ecutive committee ar submitted to the body 
of the Presidents at each annual meeting for 
4 or repeal. The annual contribution 
of two or more garments a year constitutes 
membership. Any member obtaining contri- 
butions from ten persons, or the equivalent. 
twenty-two articles, becomes a director. Men, 
women, and chiidren may become members. 
Large cities are organized into sections. 
When ten sections are formed they are 
organized into a city branch. There are 
no paid officers except one clerk at the gener- 
al office in Philadelphia. There is an an- 
nual meeting at which the arrangements for 
distributing the garments are made. A room 
is selected in some central location, to which 
the articles are brought and sorted out pre- 
paratory to being sent to such hospitals or 
homes as are decided upon by the Committee 
on Distribution. 

The officers of the Needlework Guild of 
America are: Honorary President, Mrs. L. P. 
Morton, New York; General President, Mrs. 
J. W. Stewart, Glen Ridge, N. J.; General 
Secretary, Miss S. B. Hodge, Philadelphia; 
General Treasurer, Mrs. John R. Drexei, 
Philadelphia. The foliowing are the officers 
of the Chicago branch: Honorary President, 
Mrs. Potter Palmer; President, Mrs. Charles 
D. Hamill; Secretary, Mrs. Normaa T. Gas- 
sette; Treasurer, Mrs. Gwynn Garnett. 

The death of Lady Wolverton on Jau. 10, 
1894, deprived the Guild of one of its most 
enthusiastic workers and stanch supporters, 
and the loss of such a woman was not alone 
feit by the society of which she was tne fount- 
ain head, but by the world at large. The 
hearts of those whose burdens she lightened 
will ever beatin fond remembrance of one 
who held out to them a helpmg hand in the 
hour of need. Lady Wolverton was the 
daughter of the Rev. George Tuffnall. Her 
eurly life in her father’s parish brought her 
into contact with the sufferings of the poor, 
and thus early was her mind directed to that 
channel of philanthropy which afterwards 
constituted her life work. Her sympathetic 
heart went out to those unfortunates who, 
deprived of the comforts or even the neces- 
sities of life, were thrown upon the sea of 
destitution. Nor did she rest until she had 
sought some means to alleviate some of the 
distress she saw around her. In 1888 she 
wrote to a member of the Guild in America: 

It is a great pleasure to think that my simple 
plan has found favor in the eyes of so practical a 
nation as yours. Perbaps its simplicity is its 
ee recommendation. People will hardly 

lieve, until shown it in black and white, what 
can be eemed of was time and how enor- 
mous is the good to be done where all join their 
smail efforts for one object. We will see, too, as 
we go on, what many sided good it produces, 
It gives occupation to idlers, interests the list- 
less, stirs up sympathy. encourages economy, 
and develops all the powers of contrivance. 
Many of my associates teli me of these results and I 
can see them myseif. Though these things are 
outsido the ordinary idea of the good the Guild 
does they are not outside my wishes and objects 
when first | started it. 

In another letter, written on a bed of sick- 
—_ and while in almost constant pain, she 
said: 

It is delightful to watch,the progress of the 
Neediework Guild of America and to recognize 
how God has blessed the tiny mustard seed sown 
in our corner of England. Being myself general- 
ly ill, though never before deprived of my hands, 

know the joy of feeling there is still something 
one can do for others. Please tell your dear in- 
valids how glad I am they know this. It may in- 
terest them to hear that during one year of lone- 
liness and watching, when I was privileged by 
suffering to give up outer life, I made 300 arti- 
cles with my own hands. I was helped by be 
abieto knit whilst 1 read to my patient. 
would write you more, but I tire so soon. There 
is to me a foretaste of heaven in mutual work 
and mutual interest, even where there is no per- 
sonal knowledge. 

This was her last message to America. A 
month later her work in this world was fin- 
ished. But the good she accomplished will 
live forever as a monument to her memory. 

The Needlework Guild in London, after the 
initial steps had been taken, grew rapidly and 
became widespread. A little paragraph in- 
serted in one of the papers, suggesting the 
possibility of such an organization, was 
copied in other papers and received encour- 
aging approval. The movement had the pat- 
ronage of royalty, and H. R. H. Princess 
Mary, the President of the guild, collected 
2,012 articles, many of them made by her- 
sell.

The bureau for many years has been 
agitatmg the establishment of a loan bank 
for the pur of meeting the needs of those 
who desired small ioans upon chatte! security, 
and it still hopes for success in this direc- 
tion. New legislation is needed to overcome 
difficulties in the way of its work in the line 
of settling chattel mortgage claims, which 
have been extensive, and last winter, in con- 
nection with the work of the Central Relief 
Bureau, its work in this line was largely in- 
creased. In attempting to cover the police 
courts with the protective features of its work, 
the agents of the bureau have been brought 
in contact with the many evils surroundin 
these courts under the present conditions, an 
the hopes of the bureau are in the direction 
of enlarging its work so that its protection can 
be much more widely given to many who are 
unfortunate enough to be brought into. these 
courts. It is in these courts that all manner 
of cases are brought. Unfortunately in the 
rush of work and on account of the ignorance 
of many of those who are brought there cases 
are not investigated as they should be, and 
many who are innocent are sent to the County 
Jail pending an investigation of their cases by 
the grand jury. It is to prevent wrong from 
being done to the innocent and to protect the 
poorest man in the State that the bureau de- 
sires to extend the protective features of its 
work.

Committee of 100 Citizens Appointed te 
Manage the Matter. 
Terre Havre, Ind., Nov. 15.—[Special, ]— 


„It the strongly expressed wish of 100 of Terre 


Haute’s representative citizens is respected 
by the new Legislature, which meets in Janu- 
ary, this city will have a new charter. A com 
mittee of that num ber to try to secure it has 
been appointed. Thedesire fora change in 
the form of government has been 
growing for several years, especially 
since the sewer and pavi contract 
scandals of three years ago. re was a 
movement in the same direction two years 
ago, but ex-Congressman Lamb, who was all 
powerful with the Democratic Legislature, so 
much so, indeed, that the Indianapolis Senti- 
nel called him the Prince of. Lobbyists,” 
headed it off at Indianapolis. Lamb secured 
the e of a metropolitan police 
law under which he dictated the 
appointment of the Com missioners 
and thereby added the department to his local 
Tammany organization. This fact in a large 
measure has increased the feeling in favor of 
a new charter. At the meeting night before 
last one of the editors of the Gazette, the 
Democratic newspaper, and Dr. Roberts, a 
prominent Democrat, made a particular point 
of the misuse of the police department. 
The Committee of One Hundred is to con- 
sider all suggestions as to the best form of 
government, and there will be subccmmittees 
to look after the work of securing the passage 
of a law providing a charter. Opposition 
will come from those who do not want the 
local field of political activity narrowed and 
from the Tammany people, who, since the 
recent election, are deprived of all lecal 
offices except those secured by Federal ap- 
pointment and the police department.

LIGHTNING STRUCK THE OAPTIVE. 


A British War Balloon Burned During «4 
Thanderstorm. 

An extraordinary accident, happily not at- 
tended with fatal results, occurred yesterday 
afternoon about 4 o’clock at the School of 
Military Ballooning at Aldershot, says the 
London Times. A new balloon, larger than 
any of ite predecessors, was to have been 
* christened ”’ by the Duchess of Connaught. 
This balloon, to be named after his royal 
Highness, had been inflated during the morn- 
ing and stood ready, gayly decked with bunt- 
ing. It had been arranged that the Duchess 
was to cut the rope retaining the 
balloon, and that Lieut. Baden Powell, of 
the Scots Guard, and two Sergeants 
of royal engineers were to make 
a free ascent. The Flo, the smallest military 
balloon, containing 4,700 cubie feet of gas, 
was also inflated and bore a large royal stand- 
ard. Assoon as the royal party, consisti 
of the Duke and Duchess of Connaught 


staff, arrived on the ground this

loon was sent up captive asa royal salute. 


Lieut. B'akeney had intended to ascend in it 
and had actually got into the car, but as at 
this moment some strong guets of 
wind erose and large drops of rain began to 
fall it was decided to send up ee 
without any one in the car, The Flo then 
made a beautiful ascent with ite large stand- 
ard just as the royal party entered the 
ounds, where they were received Col, 
ir A. Mackworth, Col, Templer, eut. 
Baden-Powell, and other officers. 

As the rain began to descend more heavily 
the party repaired to the storehouse, and very 
shortly afterward the accident happened. The 
balloon was held by a wire cable about 200 
| feet long, and fixed to the drum on the bal. 
loon wagon, Suddenly it was seen to be 
struck by lightning, as a blue light sur- 
rounded the lower part of the balloon for 
some seconds, and then a flame shot up from 
the ignited gas and the balloon fell precipi- 
tately to earth, amid aloud peal of thunder. 
Loud shonts from the sappers forming the de- 
tachment at the wagon attracted attention, 
when it was seen that three of them were roll - 
ing on the ground, apparently in intense pain. 
It seems that the men were about to haul the 
balloon down by winding on the winch, 
the handles of which ‘are covered With 
brass, when suddenly all who had hold of 
the winch were struck down, Every assist- 
ance was immediately rendered to the injured 
men, the Duke of Connaught himself . 
to the spot and covering ohe of the men With 
his own greatcoat. It was soon seen that, 
| though evidently in great agony, none of ‘the 

sufferers was very seriously injured. One, a 
bugier, had the inside df his hand rather 
badly burned, but the worst case of the three 
showed no external signs of injury. The ear 
of the balloon, which contained a heavy bag 
of ballast, fortunately fell without doing any 
damage. On examination it was found that 
all the upper part had been burned away, 
though the metai valve was almost uninjured. 
Had any one been in the car, eveu if he Had 
escaped uninjured from the electric shockyhe 
wotid have had a terrible fall. et 

The thundersterm did not last long, bu} it 
was deemed advisable to postpone any further 
experiments. About an hour after the occar- 
rence two of the injured men were taken by 
ambulance to the hos ital, still be app ir- 
entiy in great pain. o similar accident ever 
happened before to an English war ballofm, 
though a somewhat similar accident occurs 
some years ago in the case of a military * 
loon in Italy.

Well, the murder was soon discovered. 
Thurtell, Probert, and Hunt were arrested 
and committed for trial at Hertford Assizes. 
Probert, however, who was as mean 
cowardiy a wretch as ever lived, sa ved his neck 
by turning King’s evidence and thus securing 
the conviction of his pals. 

The case was tried the Gih and 7th of Jan- 
uary, 1824, and caused an extraordinary sen- 
sation throughout England. Thurtell's 
speech in his own defense was a remarkable 
piece of theatrical declamation, as well as an 
uuparalleled specimen of brazen, audacions 
lying. I will just give the peroration as a 
sample and ask the reader to compare it with 
the man’s own description of the murder, 
which we have quoted above: 

Cut me not off—I implore it of your justice, of 

our humanity—iao the very summer of my youth, 

implore it, not for myself, but for the sake of 
those whose memory is unsullied; for the sake of 
those whose character accusation never stained ; 
for the sake of their homes—a nappy home which 
my death will render desolate. However, I look 
forward, whatever may be che result of this 
solemn inguiry, with a sweet complacency of 
mind, arising from a conscience devoid of all 
guilt. Assisted by the divine power I feel sup- 
ported the consciousness of having ever 
acted on humane, just. and honorable 
principles. I know myself incapable of commit- 
ting an ill action, much less such a dreadful crime 
as is laid to my charge. I trast there is not a 
spectator in court who does not believe these 
emotions to be the genuine inmates of my breast. 
If there be any I would address them in the lan-

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John Thurtell was found guilty, sentenced 
to death, and executed Jan. 9 before an 
enormous concourse of people. Seldom, if 
ever, did man die more game than 
did John Thurtell. The body of the 
murderer was handed over to St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Hospital, where it was exhibited 
to the public, and people were actually 
allowed to witness the process of dissection! 
The skeleton its still preserved in the hall of 
the College of Surgeons. Twenty-five pounds 
were offered for the pistol with which the 
deed was committed, but Ruthven, the police 
officer who arrested Thurteli, retained it in 
his own possession and itis now among the

the rope with which Thurtell was hanged, but

SOHOOL BOARD AND MAYOR QUARREL 


Petty Squabble at Detroit for Which 
School Children Suffer. 

Derrorr, Mich., Nov, 16.— [Special Corre. 
spondence. }—Owing largely to the pugnacious 
disposition of Mayor Pingree and his inabil. 
ity to bring the school board to his way of 
thinking, the City of Detroit has been without 
its own high school building for nearly two 
years, and if the present muddled condition of 
affairs is any criterion it will be another 
two years before a new building is ready for 
occupancy. Two years ago the High School 
was abandoned because of its situation in the 
heart of the business district and the 900 pu- 
pils were housed in an abandoned hotel build- 
ing that was known in its pristine days as the 
Biddie House. Ita situation was little better 
than that of the old school structure and the 
school bourd hoped to havea new building 
erected and ready for occupancy in six 
months. 

But the board reckoned without the Mayor. 
No sooner had the board decided upon a site 
fora new central school than Mayor 
vetoed its action. Then the two wrangied 
over the Mayor’s veto wer for several 
months or until the State Supreme Court sus- 
tained Mr. Pingree. Then the board went to 
work to select another site. This time it suc- 
ceeued in having the excavation dug before 
the Mayor called a halt on the ground that 
the location was too close to a couple of city 
hospitais. The excavation was boarded up 
and now the city has a damage suit with the 
pro ee * hands. 

ndaun y its repeated failures 
schooi board tried another site, This oe 
three months ago and more, and the Mayor 
and the board hu ve not yet settled their little 
argument as to whether or not the site ie suf- 
ficiently central. 

Now the public scandal is added to by an 
examination of the building in which the 
thousand odd high echooi pupilsof the city 
are huudled. The sanitary arrangements have 
been repeatediy found faulty and inimica! 
to the heaith of the inmates, and the means of 
escape from fire are of the most primitive and 
inadequute description. Now come several 
prominent physicians of the city who say, 
alter a careful examination of the lighting 
facilities, that the building in this direction is 
a positive disgrace and that in two years, if 
the occupancy of the structure is persisted in, 
there will not be a normal eye in the schoo! 
and that the effect upon many of the pupils 
will be positiveiy blinding. 

Meanwhile the Mayor and the school board 
keep up their puerile dispute over a new site. 


Havana Cigars. 


About 220,000,000 cigars are annually e 
ported from Havana, 
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have been singular to the Uid World, Capt. 
Bourke, United States Army, shows how dis- 
tilling processes existed among the aborigines 
of the New World.

Columbus ob- 
served that the Veragua people made a drink 
like deer from the fermentation of maize, 
which they mixed with various ingredients. 
The tiswin drink of the Apaches: was 
“their sacred ihtoxicant.” Columbus de- 
scribes tizwin and mescal, which art the 
favorite alcoholic stimulants of the Mexican 
Indians of today. From the aloe, pulque, a 
light beer, is made, and mescal. The latter is 
a distillate, and it is miescal which Capt. 
Bourte believes Columbus described. 

Mr. Balfour presents a theory for the forma- 
tion of letters, which is as follows: Suppose 
a man of today, tairly artistic, were to draw 
a snail crawii on a branch. The artistic 
man has ten friends. He gives his sketch to 
No. 1, who copies the snail on the branch, 
and then No. 1 gives his own.sketch to No. 2.

A linguistic ceneus 
looking in this direction we do not know has 
been attempted, but it would be curious if it 
were found that there are less native-born 
German women in America who speak En- 

lish than there are men who can speak both 

English and German. 

It is questionab.e whether our own Indians 
ever expressed either affection or reverence by 
kissing. Our aborigines were, however, not 
deticient in épanchement, but osculation 
seems to have n wanting. Whiie in tne 
worship of the Orient kissing is an act of 
adoration the Oriental races seem to have 
monopoly of it. Some one wanting to invent 
a word, then visiting Jerusalem. expressive of 
this universal and continued kissing of stocks 
and stones, calls it lithophilematie mania.”’ 

Prof. Cyrus Adler, assistant. curator of 
Oriental antiques in the United States Nation- 
al Museum, describes an eudiless variety of 
horns made of diyerse material used for re- 
ligious purposes. The Berbers have an instru- 
ment made of two rams’ horns, joined at the 
ends with a metal mouthpiece. An ox’s 
horn or a cows horn was sounded 
in India in donor of the Hindu god 
Siva. In Africa the tusk of the ele- 

hant is used. The Etruscans had a bronze 

orn, a specimen of wh ch is in the British 
Museum. The kurna sounded by the Brab- 
mins was sacred, and not to be blown by any 
one of low caste. The Jewish chofar, made 
of a ram’s horn, is the survival of the 
ancient worship. Prof. Adler writes: 
not only the solitary musical instrument 
actually preserved in the Mosaic ritual, but 
the oldest form of wind instrument known to 
be retained in-use in the world.“ | 

It might not be proper to say that in the 
successiun of metals, as used by man, gold 
was the first, but goid being almost the only 
metal found in a native condition and show- 
ing its character, it probably was the first to 
attract man's attention. If poets have con- 
structed a Golden Age,“ there was in the 
beginning of it very little of the precious 
metal to go arouud.— Te.

MAKE-EVERY DEPARTMENT NON-PARTI- 
SAN. 

The junior Democratic organ says that the 
police must be taken out of politics. It as- 
setts that public opinion has resolved that the 
police force shall beas completely divorced 
from politics as is the Fire Department. The 
organ admits that the police were in politics 
during the last election, but 1t seeks to excuse 


the patrolmen and their officers, saying: 


Every man on the police force, from the Chief 
down, owes his appointment to political influ- 
ence. Notaman on the force dare resist his 
superiors, who are the politicians in and out of 
0 except at risk of losing his appointment. 


Lot not condemnation of the police be rendered 


without weighing this fact. 

There is a measure of truth in this. So long 
as officers owe their appointments to ward 
bosses and think their places depend on their 


obedience to the orders of those bosses, so 


long will there bé politics in the police force. 
But there would have been no such manifesta- 
tidns of partisan zeal on the part of the police- 
men as those iundulged in on election day and 
prior thereto if it had not been for Hopkins. 
The police did not fear their ward bosses as 
much as they feared him. Had he been 
neutral the officers would have been com para- 
tively decent. 

Therefore civic reform ought to begin at 
the top and extend to the bottom. Tus 
Tumors is as much in favor of a non-partisan 
police foree as it ie of a non-partisan army, 
or of a non-partisan enforcement of the laws.

with the reformation of the Police Depart- 
ment, It wants to banish politics from the 
office of the Commissioner of Public Works 
also. From the point of view of the practical 
politician this is the most importaat depart- 
ment of the city government, if rightly man- 
aged. There area large number of employés 
of many kinds. If the ward bosses or the 
chiefs of the party can have the appointment 
of these men a great deal of Work can be got 
out of them for the benefit of their political 
masters. 

Of more importance than the employés are 
the contractors, to whom the department can 
grant favors in exchange for a political equiv- 
alent. That contractor who will work for 
the Democracy and will secure for it the votes 
of his sewer-builders, his pavement-layers, 
and his other employés will get contracts at 
high prices, and no inspector will keep watch 
to see that his work is as good as his contract 
calls for, The contractor who will not put 
himself at the disposal of the Democratic 
bosses finds it hard to get a job, and if he 
does get one he has a vigilant inspector at his 
heels. N

TWO GREAT MEN GORE. 

necrology of last week included two 
names, Dr, McCosh and Robert C. Winthrop, 
both of whom had achieved a national reputa- 
tion, the one in philosophy and education, the 
other in statesmanship, and both had reached 
a ripe old age, Dr. McCosnh dying in his 83d 
and Mr. Winthrop in his 85th year—another 
argument for the enduring effects of plain 
living and high thinking. 

Dr. MeCosh was a Scotchman by birth, and 
before he came to this country he had 
achieved widespread fame as a philosophical 
writer, an organizer of the Free Church, and 
a professor in Queen’s College, Belfast, when 
he wrote his Intuitions of the Mind Induct- 
ively. Investigated,’ which gave him a lead- 
ing position as a metaphysical writer, He 
came to this country in 1868, having been 
elected President of Princeton College, which 
position he held until 1888, when he retired 
owing to his age, and Dr. Patton was elected 
as his successor. In this position he had been 
a conspicuous figure in the educational, phil- 
osophical, and theological world. As Presi- 
dent of the university he was noted for his 
warmth of affection, combined with the stern- 
est sense of justice, and for the interest which 
he manifested in the individual concerns of 
each student. Perhaps no better tribute 
will be paid to his great qualities 
than that uttered by Dr. McPherson 
of this city, who knew him so. well, 
and who says: “In some respects he was the 
sternest teacher I ever had, and I tiink the 
best. Ie had a wonderful faculty for start- 
ing a spirit of inquiry in his students. He 
knew how to guide their minds into researches 
that would convince them of the correctness 
of bis own opinions. If after thought and re- 
search they failed to agree with him that was 
almost as great a source of pleasure to him 
as it would have been had they accepted: his 
beliefs. His greatest strength was in his abil- 
ity to arouse the minds of those about him to 
right thinking. He did this out of the stores 
of an astonishingly full mind and a tremend- 
ous intellectual energy. ä 

Upon the same day that Dr. McCosh passed 
away Robert C. Winthrop died in Boston, 
ripe in age and rich in honors. He began his 
political career as a Henry Clay Whig, serv- 
ing in the Lower House of the Massachusetts 
Legislature from 1834 to 1840 and as 
Speaker of it for three terms, which gave him 
the needed experience to fill the same post in 
the National House. In 1840 he was elected 


to the House at Washington and served there 


ten gears, one term as Speaker, in which 
capecity he was distinguished for his parlia- 
mentary knowledge and official dignity, as he 
bad been upon the floor for his eloquent and 
impressive speeches upon various questions. 
In 1850, when Daniel Webster became Secre- 
tary of State,.he was appointed to fill his seat 
in the Senate, but in 1851 he was defeated 
for election to the seat, owing to dissatisfac- 
tion with his opinions on the slavery question. 
After a campaign for the Governorship, un- 
successful for the same reasons, he re- 
tired from the political world and de- 
voted himself to literary, historical, and 
philanthropic objects, in which pursuits he 
achieved even greeter fame than in politics. 
He was at the head of numerous literary and 
educational movements and a recognized 
counselor in the management of great philan- 
thropic agencies, like the Peabody system of 
education, for instance. Asan orator he has 
had few equals in this country, his distinction 
being due to his elegant scholarship on the 
one hand and the impassioned qualities of 
his eloquence on the other. In his death there 
has passed away one of the few remaining, if 
not the last, of the old school orators and 
statesmen of the Webster-Clay period. 


» THE GOSPEL OF WEALTH. 

The recognition by wealth that it is its mis- 
sion to do those things whish others wish to 
do but cannot owing to lack of means is no- 
where more manifest than right here ju Chi- 
cago. The numerous bequests to Chicago 
University for fostering some special branch 
of learning or equipping some department so 
that it shall not be crippled or cramped either 
in investigation or teaching; the founding of 
such noble institutions as Armour Institute, 
the Field Museum, the Academy of Sciences; 
the creation of such libraries as the Newberry 
and the John Crerar—are allgin evidence of 
this large spirit on the part of our great capi- 
talists. The Lewis Institute, now under dis- 
cussion, is the latest instance, and the trustees 
have shown their breadth and wisdom by 
calling into council those qualified to judge 
concerning the best employment of the funds 
in their charge. This is precisely as it should 
be, for it looks toward the combination need- 
ed most—a complete codéperation of men of 
thought and scholarship with men of money 
and business tact. Without such codperation 
we are familiar with the spectacle of large 
munificences practically sunk. Scores of 
colleges and so-called charitable institutions 
have been just kept alive by eating up the an- 
nual bequests of the good-natured but un- 
questioning rich, 

Except in rare instances the men most suc. 
cessful in making fortunes or in administer. 
ing them as truSteesare not the ones best 
qualified to determine the relative values of 
the different branches of .science, art, or edu- 
cation. The two kinds of power do not often 
reside in the same individual, but there is 
great hope for the future when both types of 
talent acknowledge their interdependence, 
Perhaps it is not too much to say that this is 
the most saving element in the present un- 
settled condition of the public mind—this 
gospel of wealth, that no man really owns 
anything, but is only a trustee of nature, to 
use or direct the use of his accumula tions, 
whether they be material possessions, knowl- 
edge, or skill of any kind. 

No end of schemes are now proposed for 
legislative or mechanical changes for the re- 
construction of society. Whether it be the 
single tax, or the government ownership of 
the instruments of production and t:ansporta- 
tion, or the military organization of industry, 
or thé prohibition of the liquor traffic, or 
woman 6uffrage, or the constitutional 
recognition of God and Christianity, the ad- 
vocates of each hobby are ready to givé bonds 
that a long stride will be taken toward tne 
millennium whenever their special plan shall 
be accepted and ratified. One good of all 
these agitations is that it sets people to think- 
mg. And this leads to the discovery that the 
actual advances of the race have not been 
along the exact line indicated by any one of 
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ties tend in some way to the com 


Friday it wes told of several new cases of in- 
iquity. Large rebates could not be collegtod 
long after the work was finished, and one 
man actually hag been refused the return of 
money which he paid in only two weeks be- 
fore the work was stopped by the city, No 
contract was let, and no new assessment has 
been ordered, yet the city authorities refuse 
to refund a single dollar of the $270 illegally 
collected from him and still held by the City 
Treasurer. 

The most interesting testimony of the day, 
however, was given by a former employé of 
the City Engineer’s office, who exposed some 
of the inner workings of the department to 
an extent that ought to drm a blush of 
shame to the cheeks of any man connected 
with it, and ought to lead up to the sending of 
some fellows to the penitentiary. He said: 
“If a thofough investigation of these methods 
was instituted you would see several promi- 
nent city officials on their flymg journey to 
the hospitable shores of the Canadian prov- 
inces,”’ Among other things he told the story 
of the paving of West Madison street from 
Fortieth street westward. The blocks were 
old and all decayed in the heart. The first in- 
spector assigned to the work condemned it 
absolutely. Another was sent, and in 
the course of an hour and a half 
after arrival on the scene was 
helplessly intoxicated as a result of being in 
company with an agent of the contractors. 
When the inspector reported at the City Hall 
he did so with the statement thatthe pave- 
ment was all right, but forgot to turn over 
to his superior officer the sum of $300 which 
in some inexplicable manner had found its 
way into his vest pocket.” Notwithstanding 
this omission the work was accepted and 
paid for in full. In regard to the material 
used on other jobs the witness said it does not 
seem to make much difference whether it is 
rejected or not (by an inspector). “It gen- 
erally is used before the job is finished.” 

According to his statements, which few who 
have had experience in the matter will doubt, 
some of the Aldermen regularly stand in 
with the contractors, wink at the forgery of 
names to petitions for improvement,“ and 
receive a. share of the profits on the job, 
„Some of the most prominent Aldermen in 
the City Council are owned and controlled by 
the contractors whom they favor,” and “ are 
constantly being bribed.“ He said: “It is 
openly stated that certain asphalt companies 
are paying the Aldermen of the wards in 
which this kind of improvement is ordered a 
bonus or bribe of 15 cents for every square 
yard of asphalt pavement.” 

The cominittee has undertaken to investi- 
gate the asphalt paving that has been done in 
this city. during the last five years. As its 
members are above being bribed, and besides 
that have an abiding interest in exposmg 
these systematic steals that have been perpe. 
trated on the tuxpayers, there is reason to 
hope that at least some of the vile wretches 
who have fettened on this kind of plunder 
will be exposed as they deserve. If this hope 
be realized it may not be impossible to put 
the scoundrels where they belong, in punigh- 
ment for their own misdeeds, and as a warn 
ing to any others who may be tempted to sin 
in the same way that these harpies have done, 
By all means let the good work be prosecuted 
to a successful termiination.

The above paragraph gives the composition 
of the inside ring of our local Tammany. 
And it is on good authority. Doubtless there

PROPER n OF INDIAN TERARI- 


Matters in the Indian Territory are rapidly 
reaching a crisis where something must be 
done to break down the absolute lawlessness 
which now prevails. There are no laws ex- 
cept such as the Indians themselves make, 
and these, even if they were administered,’ 
which they are not, would afford no protec. 
tion against the gangs of outlaws who are 
committing daily depredations not only in 
Oxiahoma but even in Southern Kansas, and 
who when pursued scurry back into the In. 
dian Territory, where it is impossible to 
find them. One dispatch says every gang 
of robbers and horse and cattle thieves, oper- 
ating in the newly-settled State, bas head- 
quarters in some of the wild and almost im- 
penetrable regions in the Indian Cer: , 
and a large percentage of the people living in 
the Territory are strongly in sympathy with 
these outlaws. Meanwhile word comes from 
the Indian Territory to the Commissioner of 


Indian Affatyrs that the courts are powerless 


and that troops must be sent, but the Secre-. 
tary of War bas recently decided that he 16 
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true then the action of the commission will 
amount to but little. What is needed is a 
survey of the Territory and the allotment of 
farms in severalty to the Indians. Then the 
rest of the good land should be sold, not pre- 
empted nor rushed is Oklahoma tashion, but 
sold as an investment for the benefit of the 
Indians and to provide funds for ther 
schooling, for good roads, and for public 
improvements. This done, the Territory 
should be made into a State and the Indian 
should be given a vote. Intermingling with 
the whites instead ef being herded by them- 
selves they will soon pick up white wags, It 
would be a fine agricultural State, as good as 
Kansas and better than Arkansas. It has 
plenty of coal and manufacturing would spring 
up. It should not be made into two States, 
one includmg the poor western half and the 
other a pure y Indian State. Indians never 
improve when left by themselves. They need 
the assistance of the whites. Such a disposi- 
tion of the Territory would soon put an end 
to the depredations of lawless gangs and 
would open up a large and florrishing State. 


THE OUTCOME OF JAPANLSE VICTORY. 

The New York Sun, in an article upon the 
war between China and Japan and the A meri- 
can offer of mediation, incidentally says that 
one of the hardest blows the Chinese have had 
to bear was the suppression of the Taeping 
rebellion. This national uprising was aimed 
directly at the corrupt and disastrous rule of 
the Manchu dynasty at Pekin, and was sup- 
pressed by foreign intervention. This is one 
reason why the Chinese people regard 
Europeans with so much hatred because they 
have come to the conviction that Europe is 
disposed to strengthen the hands of the Man- 
chu tyrants. The Sun says further in this 
connection: 4 

The sole hope left to a Chinese patriot is that 
the detested Minchus may be so discredited in 
this contest with the Japanese that European 
States will be ashamed to obstract the rise to 
power of a native Chinese sovereign. There is 
no lack of candidates well known to the secret 
societies; of the last native dynasty, the Ming, 
and of earlier native reigning families, there are 
descendants living. It has been the experience 
of China from time immemorial that only by a 
violent change of dynasties can the all-perva- 
sive rottenness of a bad government be got rid of, 
and, for a term, at least, a régime of probity and 
justice be secured. .. Noone, whether native 
or foreigner, whois conversant with the actual 
state of things in the Middle K om, can doubt 
that the speedy overthrow of present Pekin 
government would be a boon to the Chinese peo- 
ple, and a condition precedent to their advance 
in civilization. By those onlookers who are both 
humane and well-informed it would be hailed as 
fervently as was the fall of the corrupt and 
worthless governmentof Napoleon III. ia France. 

The most important issue in thie struggle 
between China and Japan, so far as the world 
at large is concerned, is the breaking down 
of Chinese conservatism and the introduction 
of the methods of Western civilization into 
that empire, As the Ming dynasty when in 
power did no more in that direction than the 
Manchu dynasty has done, it is difficult to 
see wherein the restoration of the former to 
power or the destruction of the latter would 
be of any benefit to the world. It would prob- 
ably be just as difficalt to convért the Ming 
dynasty to Western ideas and customs as it 
has been to convert the Manchu dynasty. 
Perhaps therefore it is better that this coun- 
try should keep out of the business of media- 
tion and let the little Japs go on knocking 
sense into the dull, obstinate Chinese heads. 
After the Chiagese have been thoroughly 
thrashed they may begin to realize that the 
Japs, though outnumbered ten to one, were 
able to do it because they have availed them- 
selves of Western arms, ordnance, munitions, 
tactics, discipline, and general methods of 
war. They may then talk the matter over and 
decide to avail themselves also of the advan- 
tages of Western civilization. They may 
open up their country to railroads, telegraphs, 
and telephones, study Western modes of war. 
fare, and come into closer relations with the 
Western nations. If this should be aeccom- 
plished by the Japanese it would be a great 
victory for the latter and for the world and 
one which would come cheap to the Chinese, 
though they should have to pay the whole ex- 
pense of the war, considering the ultimate ad- 
vantage they would gain. 


An important meeting of the trustees of the 
John Crerar Library will be held during the 
present week to consider what shall be the 
special scope of that institution, and the views 
of some of these gentlemen are presented 
elsewhere in this issue.

brary shall be«seience or Americana. The 
friends of the latter makea strong argument 
in its behalf. They contend that the latest 
scientific works are always the best and most 
reliable, as science is continually advancing 
and new methods supersede the old, It is 
also urged that scientific works are com- 
paratively cheap and are always easy 
to secure. On the other hand, Americana 
or works pertaining to American history, in- 
stitutions, ethics, customs, and general race 
progress, belong to all ‘generations. Many 
of them are growing scarce and expensive and 
therefore should be secured promptiy. Such 
a library would be invaluable to the student 
in all departments of American life and his- 
tory, and besides that it would be a rarity in 
this country, for while nearly all libraries 
have a good representation of Americana 
there is not a complete collection in any li- 
brary, or one which will satisfy all the de- 
mands of research. Mach is to be said 10 
favor of Americana, and one of the strongest 
arguments is that of patriotism. It would be 
a matter for local pride and general congrat- 
ulation if Chicago, youngest of American 
cities, should boast the largest and most ex- 
haustive collection of Americana in the coun- 
try.

PLAN FOR A FARMERS’ FEDERATION, 


Cleser Union Is Proposed by Combining 
All Existing Societies. 

Curcago, Nov. 17,—[Editor of The Tribune. }— 
A plan for a union of forces has just been made 
combining all the farm societies into a federa- 
tion called the Farmers’ Union: They set forth 
in their plan the fact that all have admitted the 
necessity of a closer union among farmers, and 
that the most feasibie way to accomplish that 
end was to form a federation of all the farmers’ 
organizations, Each of the five organizations 
have considerable strength in their respective 
localities or States, and each seperately is com- 
paratively weak, but collectively they are very 
strong. They credit the different organizations 
with the following membership: 

Patrons of Husbandry .250,000 
Farmers’ Alliance — Industrial Union. 37 5.000 
Farmers“ Ailsance 100.000 
Patrous of Industry 75.000 
Farmers Mutual Benefit Association .... 50. “50,000

Indeed many of them are 
already paying their oon millinery bilie by 
‘acting as gévernesses or by giving lessons in 
music and painting. In fact the un- 
mistakable tendency is towards the 
emancipation of woman from tra- 
ditional state of protection and 
dependence and the placing of her feet upon 
the same ground ag the men occupy. Nor 
need the anen fear any evil consequences 
therefrom. No matter Low many women 
may achieve independence there will never be 
a lack of good wives and mothers who will be 
all the better because of latent or dével- 
oped possibilities fur dlitig’ their own ca- 
noes on the stream of He.

Ninety-nine customers 
out of a hundred couldn't tell. A bushel isa 
bushel, and it is astonishing the faith the 
average person has in its integrity. 
But a bushel is not apt to become 
stale through lack of variety in the 
hands of a provision dealer. Some of us have 
a vague notion of a Winchester bushel” 
established in the days of good Queen Anne 
when weights and measures and the yard-stick 
were kept in the market-house in that old En- 

lish town andin the Guild Hall, London. 

hat bushel contained 2,150.42 cubic inches. 
It would hold 80 pounds of distilled water. 
honest bushel measures 60 pounds of 
potatoe’, peas, wheat, and cloverseed, 62 of 
beans, 58 of Indian corn. A peck of any 
vegetable should weigh about 15 pounds, and 
in small quantities 
A pint is a pound 
The world around. 

Bulky vegetables will not weigh 60 pounds 
to the bushel unless there is honest measure: 
both above and below. It must be pressed 
down and heaped up. 

What the Law Provides. 


Sec. Sof Chap. 147 of the Statutes of 
Illinois provides that: 

All commodities sola by heaped measure shall 
be duly heaped up in the form of a cone and 
that tho outside of the measure by which the 
same shall be measured shall be the limit of the 
base of such cone, and such shall be as high as 
the article to be measured will admit. 

This law does not specify what commodi- 
ties are to be sold by heaped measure. But, 
putting that aside, the Winchester or stand- 
ard bushel should contain sixty pounds. Have 
the next peck of potatoes you 1 
Most of the States of nion 
require all vegetables and provisions to be 
sold by weight, but Illinois still jogs along 
with New York and a few others in the use of 
the Wir chester bushel and fractions thereof. 
And these are not days when such small 
things as fractions are to be despised. 

The poor buy potatoes by the quart or 
‘*small measure.” They ought to get two or 
four pounds, as the case muy be. ac- 
tualiy get only about half that much, because 
the spaces left in a quart measure are ob- 
viously in greater proportion that in the 
bushel with such a buiky article. A 
representative of Tas Taunus bought 
four quarte of potatoes at four dif- 
ferent places in the city. Potatoes 
were quoted at 75 to 90 cents, according to 
quality. That would be from two and a half 
to three cents a quart if bought by the bushel. 
He paid five cents at one place and four cents 
atthe other three, total 17 cents for four 
quarts, or $1.36 a bushel, Then he had them 
weighed. re should have been seven and 
a half pounds; there were actually five pounas 
in the four quarts, which brings potatoes up 
to $2.04 for an honest bushel. 

The inquirer learned, however, that there 
are other sources of revenue quite as promis- 
ing. Over in the haymarket and amon 
hucksters false bottems are to de found. 
The measure is kept filied. When a customer 
appears and purchases what looks like a 
peck the contents are turned quickly into 
the basket of the customer, then, as if 
carelessly, the’ measure is put down bottom 
upward so it cannot be seen how far up the 
false bottom is placed. 

Vigtiance the Only Remedy. 

Of course, if detected such a man is liable 
to arrest and punishment, but he is seldom 
caught. If the measure is all right there is no 
redrese for the customer, no matter how 
deftly the articie is manipulated to give short 
weight, The courts would probably uphoid 
the “honest intentions” and the established 
custom of selling by dry measure without the

As for the penalty for using weights and 
measures which have never been examined 
and sealed, it is seldom if ever enforced. 
When the sealér’s man comes around, if he 
finds them correct he simply seals them and 
goes on his way without any inquiry as to how 
long they have been in use unsealed, If they 
are age to be wrong. unless there are the 
marks already described indicating that they 
bave been tampered with, they are marked 
condemned,“ and the owner given ten days 
in which to have them put right.

ENGLAND HAS AN EYE ON OHINA. 


Only Waiting a Favorable Opportunity 
The Total Collapse of China. 

New York Recorder: The action of the 
European governments is a matter of pro- 
found interest. There is no disguising the 
fact that the great war that has been looked 
for so long is quite likely to find its starting 
point in Japan’s triumph over China. 

It is clohr that all through the British Gov- 
ernment has been backing China, and that 
the attempt now to patch upa peace before 
the Mixado’s troops can reach Pekin is in 
reality a British move. 

It is the old motive that always moves the 
London Government—* British interests. 
Engiand’s trade with China is valuable. Still 
more valuable to her are the maintenance of 
the Chinese Empire intact as a buiwark 
against Kussian predominance in Asia and 
herappearance as a naval power in the Pa- 
cific seas. 

Lord Rosebery has already been once re- 
pulsed by the European powers in his effort 
to bring about a joint intervention. 

His second attempt to pull China out of the 
ring in whicn she has literaliy gone all to 
pieces may fare better, because it is based 
on a complete Chinese surrender. But it 
may not. 

In that case will Lord Rosebery meekly eat 
his leek in ttue G.adstone fashion and allow 
Pekin to be Occupied by the Mikado’s army, 
or will he assert Eugland’s authority single- 
handed and undertake to call off Japan’s dogs 
of war without any other nation’s support? 

„% Britieh interests in Asia were never 
more seriously involved than in the final set- 
tlement of the conflict between Japan and 
China. And the prevaiiing feeling in London 
evidently is that Rose bery, like Gladstone, is 
a weak, vaciuating Fore.gn Minister, who is 
almost sure to do the weak and losing thing 
fot England. 

There really is nothing surprising about the 
total collapse of the Chinese military power. 
It must be surprising to those highly imagin- 
ative writers who. have so oiten warned the 
worid not to stir up Caina for fear the tramp 
ot her tremendous armies, once it began, 
might circle the entire earth with a mighty 
march of Mongoliah conquest. 

That was pernaps the most ridiculous bogy 
that was ever invented to frighten unthinking 
people.

Grum Grijmalio, the eminent Russian trav. 
eler, in a recent number of the Historical 
Magazine, shows us the sort of stuff the 
Chimese armies are made of. He says: 
„Chinese soidiers march anyhow, Their 
armament is in the highest degree varied; 
one has a rifle; a second a sword; a third, 
both rifle and sword; a fourth a spear; in 
fact, so diverse is their armament that it is 
impossibie to describe the numerous varia- 
tions. The non-coromissioned officers possess 
revolvers and swords, but the officers are en- 
tirely unarmed.” 

Not one-tenth part of the Chinese army of- 
ficers even know how to shoot, except with a 
bow and arrow. after the. manner of the En- 
gli-h women of King John’s time.

The silkworm has been raised in Japan 
from the most atcient times, and for a long 
period all the silk used in the world was 
brought from there. Laws were made for- 
bidding the people from sending any siik- 
worm eggs out of Japan and China or from tell- 
ing anything about the manufacture of silk. 
But at a very early time silk was also made in 
India, and a good deal of it was sent from 
there by caravans, The Emperor Justinian 
I., who reigned at Constantinople from A. D. 
527 to 565, tried to bring the art of - raisi 
silkworma into Europe.

But the sailing ships, with their 
towering masts and outstretched yards, have 
to be considered, henge the herculean effort 
of “digging” an open channel. 

The question arises whether, in these days 
of mechanics, these spars of sailing vessels, 
designed by our forefathers before the birth 
of machinery, should remain standing as a 
stumbling block to the consummation of a 
great commercial undertaking. 

In our dock-yards, on board armor-clads, 
by the aid of steam and hydraulics men think 
nothing of moving bodies of over 100 tons 
in weight. Why then cannot these masts be 
so designed and constructed—the largest 
with its spare and rigging cannot weigh one- 
tenth the above—as to be lowered onto the

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deck by means of modern appliances, per- 
mitting the bulls to pass through a subway 
canal?

A ship entering the canal dock would pass 
between a pair of these cranes, the yards hav-

A War Correspondent’s Report of the Sea 
Fight Carefully Read at the Navy- Tard. 
The New York World’s war correspond- 

ent’s description of the great naval battle in 

the Yellow Sea was read with great care by 
officers on duty at the Navy-Yard. The fact 
that no ship used its ram was a subject of 


comment, 

Capt. Frederick Rodgers, at present in com- 
mand of the Navy-Yard in New York, said: 

“There probably was no chance to use 
rams. The officers undoubtedly found enough 
to do with the guns without coming to closer 
quarters.“ 

Capt. Robley D. Evans, “ PFigbimg Bob,“ 
he is called in the navy by reason of 
bravery and war record, remarked: 

ee That battle, I see by the World story, 
lasted five hours. That was the time of the 
battle of Trafalgar and, as near as I can find 
out, the same number of lives and vesrels 
were lost in both engagements. That does 
not speak very well for modern improvements 
in ships and guns. I must say, aftef reading 
the account, if it is a true statement of facts, 
that the Japanese Admiral used very bad 
judgment in attacking the Chinese fleet, By 
dividing his force into two squadrons he * 
weakened it. He should have doubled on the 
left of the Chinese squadron instead of allow- 
ing four of his ships to cross the bows and the 
enemy’s line of fire.” 

„What is to be learned from this engage- 
ment?” was asked. 

„First, it shows the absolute folly of using 
torpedoes in a fleet engagement. 

„Second, it shows that ramming with a 
9,000-ton ship would have been more effect- 
ive than — the torpedoes the Chinese fired, 
and the Japanese Admiral lost all the 
good points of his victory by not ramming 
the enemy when he had them at his mercy. 
Instead of which he let them get away from 


him. 

„Third, it shows that the best manned and 
organized ships will always win in such a 
fight. The Chinese lost because they did not 
know how to fight, and because they did not 
fight except when driven to it,”

These propositions usually assumed a dis- 
interested and mysterious form, Oftener 
than otherwise, too, they would not hold 
water and at the bottom were only a subter- 
fuge for getting at Fouchéto so:icit favors 
from him. Those of Duchatellier seemed 
more worthy of consideration. They were 
listened to and accepted. As far as one can 
forma conciusion from. the meager docu- 
ments rejative to this affair it was agreed that 
Duchatel.ier should be accredited to Gen.

But supposing that, at this date, Duchatellier 
had not yet suffered the pena:ty of his treason, 
tne terms in which Fouché’s i+tter is couched 
warrant usin the belief that the sum was not 
specia.ly intended for him and that he wou.d 
be entitied to it only when he had made good 
his promises.

What is certain is that at the moment of 
Duthateilier’s departure from Paris Georg s 
knew what steps the police were taking to lay 
hands on him. , 

Seeing that he was being run down and the 
dagger of the assassin Ranging over him, he 
determined to cross over to England. He 
made several of his accomplices acquainted 


; 


with the reasons which gave ground for his 
fears, He complained ot certain priests who 
had lodged information against him with 
Bernadotte, and while announcing that he 
would have the informers “‘ punctuaily”’ exe- 
cuted in order to check their audacity, he 
went on to remark that the Biues, to frighten 
him, were ex rating their nuin bers. 

What is more curious in this affair is that 
the information upon which his reasoning was 
founded came to him direct from the Pre- 
fecture of Rennes. The Prefect of Illeet- 
Vilaine, M. Borie, had a confidant by the 
name of Rébilliard, an old actor, intimately 
associated with Chouan  Charies 
d’Hozier, formerly page of Louis XVI., 
son of the last Juge d’Armes of France, 
and who was seized and sentenced in 1804 as 
an accomplice of Georges. With the assent 
of the ect, unless it was without his 1 
edge, Rö billard communicated to D’Hozier, 
who lived at Rennes, all that could be of in- 
terest to the ins nts of Brittany. It is 
thus we gad Fm oo not warned by Saint- 
Regént against Duchatellier, would have been 
apprised of the latter’s attentions. In any 
case he knew them; his correspondence bears 
evidence of this, It M. Duchatellier falls 
into your clutches have him held fer further 
orders, he writes. 

The agent of Fouché was very far from sus- 
pecting the serious indictments which hun 
over him. Although not yet able to approac 
within striking distance of Georges he had 
secretly sent several letters to Paris. To bet- 
ter mask his treason, in the company of the 
Chouans, he assumed the role of the most in- 
defatigable devotion, pushing his impudence 
so far as to pretend that one of the aid-de- 
eamps of Gen. Simon was only awaiting a 
sign from him ‘to embrace the side of the 


King 

This incident when reported to Georges 
transformed his suspicions into certainty. He 
wrote once more: If, perchance, Duchatel- 
lier, the elder, the horsedealer, comes your 
way, have him arrested and shot; he 1s a spy. 
After such orders were given the spy could 
scarcely escape their execution. Nothing is 
known of the place, date, or circumstances of 
his death. The only reason which the police 
had for coming to this conclusion toward the 
end of December was the sudden breaking off 
in his correspondence. 

On the 28d of January, 1801, Gen. Simon 
wrote to Fouché from Rennes: “ Ihave every 
reason to believe that your ugent has been the 
victim of his zeal and perhaps of his impru- 
denee. The report is abroad that Georges, in- 
formed hat several persons had been sent 
from Paris io seize or kill him, has had two 
or three of these persons assassinated.” 

The report to which Gen. Simon alluded 
was well founded. It was not only upon 
Duchatellier that George« wreaked his revenge 
for the attempts of Fouché against his life. 
Two other individuals had fallen victims to 
the same late, under circumstances no less 
touching. which the papers preserved in the 
record-office, more complete respecting this 
second episode than the first, have enabied me 
to lay before my readers.

We have already seen into what a state of 
mind the warning: which Georges hal re- 
ceived from the prefecture of Reunes, through 
the intermediary of Charles d’Hozier, had 
thrown him. 

Becdelievre taking advantage of his re- 
lation hip to Bourmont said that he was 
charged witha mission from the latter to 
Georges and songht means of reaching him. 
So many words, so many lies. A warning 
sent from Paris by Limos an from the depths 
o! a vauit under the Chu ch of St. Laurent 
left no doubt as to this. From that moment 
the death of tnese two wretches was resolved 
upon. 

According to the story generally admitted, 
D’Hozier, having asked Georges wha: he was 
to do with Fouché’s emissaries, rece ved re- 

ly. Send them to me by the same courier.“ 
t is chus that they might have deen brought 
into his presence and that after having been 
accused of having come from Paris to poison 
him he would have, under the ind gnant pro- 
testations ot Becdeilévre, had the collar of 
the latter’s coat ripped open, found the poi- 
son, and ordered the death of the traitor as 
weil a- that of Laisné. Very different is the 
reality, which does not in any respect re- 
sembie the setting with the aid of which the 
truth has been greatly distorted. 

Dec. 23 he came with a half dozen com- 
rades and ambushed in a pine wood, jvininga 
small farm worked on shares by one Kerbiay 
and belong ng to the manor of Keruavallo. 
Hidden in this piace the litt e band waited til 
nightfall. They knew that Becuelièvre and 
Laisné had been oft on an expedition, since 
morning and wished to waylay them as they 
passed on their way back.

With them came several persons 
who were living in tue chateau and a local 
guide, Julien Mehé, The latter, who rode in 
advance of the party, heard Duchemin and 
his companions running in the woods and ex- 
claimed: Who goes chere? 

They made no response and disappeared. 
But toward 7 o'clock they went up and 
knocked at the gate of the manor. The gar- 
dener, Julien Huuseaye, ran to answer the 
call, and unfavorably impressed. by their 
threatening looks and the arms which they 
carried, he asked them, whhout opening the 
gate, what they wished. 

They named B-cdeliévre and Laisné, who, 
notitied immediately, ran out, followed by the 
occupants of the ch&reau. long inured to the 
habits of. the ,Chouans and always holding

To this no reply. Then, in spite of his 
sister’s advice to the Contrary and that of 
those who stood around him. he opened the 
door. Three or four er threw them- 
selves into the house, ed not by Duchemin, 
who did not dare to enter, but by one Fardel 
by name, They seized Becdelidvre by the 
collar, saying: 

* You must follow us.“ 

Let me get my hat, objected Becdelidvre. 

„Lou don’t need it,” brutally answered 
Fardel. They were dragged out. The gar- 
dener was ordered to walk atiead to guide the 
little band in the darkness. They were taken 
a short distance to the seashore—to a place 
calted Bourdoux. 

We ate gomg to shoot you there? said 
Fardel. 

Under this threat Becdelièvre became indig- 
nant. Laisné begged for pardon and the gar. 
deuer besought the Chouans not to massacre 
two defenseless wen. Protestations and 
prayers were in vain. Then the gardener pro- 
tested further he did not wish to be a witness 
to the’ assassination. He was permitted to 
withdraw. He fled, pursuéd for a long time 
by thecries of the condemned men, which were 
heard as far as the manor of Kernavallo. 

What happened alter his fl. ght belongs to 
the unknown. One could not even find in 
what place the victims of Georges’ anger had 
been buried. It was told that after the execu- 
tion the bodies had been thrown into the sea. 

It is to be remarked that the police mani- 
fested no more zeal in searching for the mur- 
derers than in throwing light upon these tragic 
events. It was only in 1804, at the time of 
the official examination which preceded 
Georges’ trial, that the prosecution brought 
them up as part of the charges against him. 

Georges interrogated as to the fate of 
Becdeliévre answered : 

Is it for that you are trying me? At all 
events he is not the only emissary of such 
character that you put on my track and that I 
had shot.“ 

It is beyond question that he was alluding 
to Laisné and chatellier. He added that 
he believed that they were dead. Talking 
with an officer of the court, who seems to 
have been placed near him at the Temple to 
draw him out and reveive his confidences, 
he declared that they had been shot 
as spies. The police, although they pretended 
ignorance iu the matter, knew the rights of 
it. Oct. 11, 1801, Dexsmarets secretly sent 
aid tothe widow of Duchatellier, accompanied 
by these two lines: I have the honor to ad- 
dress Mme. Duchatellier in the neme of 
the attachment which her husband ac- 
knowledged for and inspiredin me.“ A little 
later on he succeeded in obtaininga pension 
of 600 francs for her. 

Ihe mother of Becdelidvre’s child was the 
object of similar treatment. June 6, 1805, 
she addressed a petition to the Emperor ask- 
ing to be given pcasession of a slender in- 
heritance .to which the family disputed her 
title. Sire, you see at your feet the widow 
of one of your subjects who died in the serv- 
ice of your Maje ty.“ Desmurets indorsed 
the petition a+ follows: M. de Becdeiidvre 
was without question assassinated by order of 
Georges while performinga mission in the 
West which the government had confided to 
him.’ 

As for the parents of Laisné it appears 
froma letter from his mother to Louis 
XVIII. that as late as May 5, 1814, they 
were still of the belief that their son had been 
shot by order of the Imperial Government. 

No other details are forthcoming respecting 
these gloomy episodes. ‘Less still exists re- 
specting a mission of the same kind which 
was intrusted equally, in the month of De- 
cember, to two old officers of the Vendéan 
army, Bertiaud Saint-Hubert, called Saint. 
Ange, and Carado-Molac, nephew of the 
Princees de Beauvan, whose name he bore, 
although she contested his right to it. 

Georges, whom they had tried in vain to 
come up with in the various retreats in which 
he kept in hidmg. refused to receive them. 
and, while dec.aring them “as guiity as 
Becdeliévre and Duchatellier,“ 22 to 
punish them. “ y came to assassinate 
me, he wrote.

was the great Liberal organ, the Morning 
Chronicle. Having made its first appearance 
as early as 1769 the Chronicle was the oldest 
paper of the day and had recollections of a 
giorious t when Coleridge, Hazlitt, Thomas 
Campbell, etc., had n among its con- 
tri butors. Diekens contributed some 
„Sketches by Boz” to the Erening Chronicle, 
which was affiliated with it. The latter sheet 
did not pueceed. The Chronicle treated its 
great editor, John Black, with ingratitude, 
went to the dogs under incompetent 
hands, and perished in 1862. The 
Morning Post, the oldest of existing 
apers, having been founded in 1772, was of 
ittle account at the begiuning of the reign. 
It had its day of importance at the beginning 
of the century under Daniel Stuart’s vigorous 
management, when Coleridge was its editor 
and Charles Lamb among its contributors. 
but had graduaily sunk to the position of a 
mere chronicler of fashionable intelligence. 
Morning Post was the first among news- 
papers to give systematic reports of plays and 
concerts, and the last to lower its price to a 
penny. 

Accounts of the Standard, Morning 
Advertiser, the Sun, etc., would hardly 
interest American readers. Of later journai- 
istic enterprises none has been more success- 
ful than the London Daily News. The prin- 
cipal agent in its foundation was Charles 
Dickens. It is said that he had offered some 
of his “ Pictures from Italy” to the Mornt 
Chronicle, and that the latter had declin 
them on the score of expense, .whereupon 
Dickens out of pique persuaded Messrs. Brad-

An actual case of accurate analysis and

for his time wonders in surgery. 

It is related of Sir Astley: that he was once 
called to perform an almost hopeless opera- 
tion upon a Mr, Blight, who had been shot by 
an unknown assassin. prominence of 
the man and the mystery surrounding the 
shooting rendered the case celebrated at the 
time of the occurrence, 

Mr. Blight was unconscious at the time of 
the examination, and nothing could be ob- 
tained from him. The moment Sir Astley 
examined the wound he turned to his assistant 
and said: A pistol has been fired at him 
with the left hand. Then he explained the 
reasons for his conclusions. 

While he was still e in ‘this Mr. 
Blight’s partner, a Mr. Patch, a man es- 
teemed as reputable, entered the house and 
was shown to the room. Something about 
his manner and his countenance attra 
attention of Sir Astley, and he whispered to 
his colleague: “If gentieman were left- 
handed I should suspect him of the crime.”’ 

The next instant he turned to Patch and 
said: ‘* Will you kindly hand me that lint?”

Now, tion is equivalent in evaporation 
to a rainfail of from 16 to 20 inches for the 
| season, or about the mean * fall for the 
half year in Eastern lowa or rthern IIIIi. 
nois. And one of the problems yet to be 
solved is the effect such an added evaporation 
would produce in course of time upon the 
climate of that zone of light rainfall. The 
evaporation certainly would moisten and cool 
the atmosphere and continually increase 
the eles rainfall, When the Mormon 

first opened ditches at Salt 
ey City, the Hon. George Q. Cannon re- 
called, in a recent address, that it took the 
water two days to run a half mile, so deathly 
dry was the ground. Rain then seldom fell there 
in summer. Now rainfall continues up to the 
middle of vig In 1891 there was almost 
enough rain in Northern Utah to bring crops 
through without irrigation until August. This 
is not unusual there now. Larger areas can 
be irrigated with the same volume of water 
as time goes on. When Salt Lake City was 
founded a certain water. supply barely suf- 
ficed for 900 acres, but now the same vol- 
ume readily irrigates over 5,000 acres. 

Near Greeley, Colo., the duty of a certain 
stream at first was but twenty acres, but the 
farmer has gradually added to its work until 
it supplies from eighty to one hundred acres. 
Where dry depressions once existed swamps 
or ponds have in places appeared. The Kin 
River, near Fresno, Cal., furnished but 5 
cubic feet of water second fifteen years 
ago. was almost treeless and grass- 
less. Wells had to be sunk 40 to 80 feet. In 
relating what irrigation has done there Mr. 
H. Emerson says that for some time, even 
after the canal to supply this colony had 
been constructed, so rapidly did 
the open ditch absorb the intake 
that it was thought the water never would 
reach the settlement at all. Week by week 
the thread of water wound its way along and 
at last it entered the fields, the flow steadily 
strengthening, creeping farther. and, farther 
on, feeding an ever-widening district, untii 
today there are fifteen canals dra wing their 
water from this river, irrigating 55,000 acres 
which form a settlement all around the Cen- 
tral California colony and extending sixteen 
miles beyond it. Water can now be struck 
any where across the whole lain at ten feet. 
Irrigation by flooding is abandoned, for 
the once arid region has become thoroughly 
moistened, and where until Jately the conten- 
} tion for water was keen and ceaseless, one 
hears now of suits against canals on account 
of the damage done by too much water. The 
largest vineyard in the district has not been 
watered for two years. 

It took but fifteen years to produce a revo- 
lution at Fresno. It will not take as long in 
Kansas and Nebraska for several reasons.

SOBNES IN OHAKMING OLD NAPLES. 


| City Is Dreamy. Lazy, and Dirty=—Should 
Be Seen First froin the Sea. 
Napuizs, Oct. 31.—To realize the beauty of 
nature that surrounds Naples, the city should 
be approached from the sea. One who ar- 
rives here by the very uninteresting railroad 
from Rome will surely be disappointed in 
his expectations. Indeed, there is nothing in 
the architecture or the position of the town 
especially to recommend it. Itis simply an 
ordinary picture set in a beautiful frame. 
The Bay of Naples merits all the enthusi- 
astic descriptions that have been lavished upon 
it by travelere who have not seen anything 
of the kind superior, but those who know the 
Goiden Horn may think it at least an equal 
competitor for admiration, and no one who 
has entered the Bay of Rio de Janeiro, sur- 
rounded by its lofty chain of mountains, from 
Coreovado and Tijuca to the Organ Peaks, 
dressed in tropical foliage from base to sum- 
mit, that look down upon its placid waters 
thus sheltered from the ocean without, will 
ever in dwell in rha over the r. 
less om of Naples, by an 4 title it has — 
Fait long that its claims have been un- 


Fadi thet e fe the line of beau- 
ty certainly there isa beautful line of it all 
the way from Sorrento to Baiae, and this may 
be the secret of it all. The peculiar blue of 
the water, of which we hear so much, is not 
peculiar at all. It depends, like biue water 
everywhere, on the reflection from the sky, 
and on cloudy days the water is like all pe 
water under such conditions. American art- 
ists come over here to make pictures of it 
when they may find better subjects at home. 

Take, for instance, Massachusetts Bay, 
from Cohasset to Cape Ann. All it iacks is a 
volcano, which a little imagination might 
readily throw in. Casties and palaces along 
our shores we have not, but there are villas as 
pretty as these, and neat little villages such 
as the Neapolitans do not have, Yes, but we 
do have our castles—our Chateaux en Es- 
pagne—that may de seen in the still summer 
afternoon as they are thrown up, towering 
over the land and over each other by the mi- 
rage which adds its hallucination to

It is then, while these aerial battlements 
hang in the sky, that the rocky capes and isl - 
ands throw down their shadows on asea as 
blue and glassy as the water that here ripples 
upon the shore, where 9 are unknown, 
such stérms as ours, roar of mighty 
waters, the foam dash 3 — the beetling 
crags, and the sun b —— torth again upon 
the dark-blue waves, whose white crests deep- 
en their shade—all this forms a scene that 
the boasted Bay of Naples cannot produce. 

In ancient times Naples was called the 
smiling, the lazy, and the learned. Led here 
by its attractions, Emperors,. orators, and 
poets came to surrender, themselves to the in- 
— “A of luxury and sensual sages, for 
the gratification of which nature 
titution of art combined. Here the 
charmed by views of earth, sea, — 
— together, and the ear soothed by the 
musical cadence of the ripples that kiss the 
shore, the flerce throbbings of ambition, 
hate, and jealousy subsided, and in dreams of 
peace, contentment, and love tyrants and 
demigods whiled away a part of their exist- 
ence, and the world thus owed to effeminate 
Naples ita thanks for sometimes rendering 
nerveless the grasp of the sword.

Although in the general 
barbarism which afterward overspread civili- 
zation most of their impressions were oblit- 
erated they served their purpose for the tims 
in elevating and eunobting mankind. **Smil- 
ing, lazy, and learned. Nap.es is not now 
remarkable for its — 4 but its smiles are 
still reflected in the sunlight, and it has by no 
means lost its reputation for laziness. 

I: is said that the Italian language was 
formulated at Florence, I do not know how 
that may be, but I am sure that the first 
phrase understood by the Neapolitans was 
Doice far niente, and that they were respon- 
sible for the clipping of words and the omis- 
sion of all consonants that can pos- 
sibly be dispensed with for the saving 
of trouble to rlips. The air is full of lazi- 
ness, for there is seldom wind enough to dis- 
turb it, and the sea is too lazy to roll. It does 
not break, but it whispers upon the shore. 
With this example of nature gonstantly be- 
fore him, why should the Neapolitan exert 
himself? Itisa mystery how and on what 
he lives. Sitting on the sea-wall and dangling 
one’s legs 1s not a very remunerative em pioy- 
ment, and yet crowds of able-bodied men 
spend day after day in this easy occupation 
and in others that are like it. Rent is saved 
by camping out in the streets, where cooking 
is done in the open or on little furnaces. 
Macaroni must come from somewhere, and it 
is only justice to those lazzaroni to suppose 
that tney do not steal it, but that they actu- 
ally put in one day, or at least a part of one 
day in a week in earning the money to pay 
for it. The women are generally deficient in 
personal attractions. 

There are no * women. eae are all 
chilaren or hags. seem to jump over 
the ages between 42 and 45. Those of the 
lower class are the most degraded ia all Italy. 

One might expect to find beautiful women 
at the opera in the San Carlo, but there are 
not many of them there, and their undress 
uniform is in bad taste. On the other hand 
the men are more generally handsome, and 
their good appearance ia enhanced by their 
military dress. The Italians have no love for 
tragedy or comedy, but the taste of the Ne- 
apolitans, which is more musical than that of 
the Fiorentines, is for the opera or for Punch 
and Judy. 

Lyceums, lectures, caucuses, and debating 
clubs are things unknown, for they are not 
wanted. The peuple desire * 4 — not 
instruction, and they like to be amused as 
cheaply as possible. The small traveling 
theater of Punch and Judy is everywhere 
about the streets. The building, scenery, and 
company are not Arranged on an expensive 
scale.

ing Begins at Harvard and Yale Months 
Before the Games, and Then It Is Hard 
Work and Careful Diet=Details of the 
Course with the Footballers a@Harvard 
and Yale, 

The systems of training that are followed at 
the different Eastern colleges are much the 
same and the course through which a candidate 
for a college crew ora team is putds an interest- 
ing one to watch. Men are trained systematical⸗ 
ly for baseball, for the crews, for track athletics, 
and for football. And the greatest of these is 
football. Just now that is the ga ide, the one 
particular fea of the colleges that is at- 
tracting almost universal attention. i 

The big games that are now in the next two 
rows in the calendar of this month are being 
watched for by every one who is affected by 
any college spiritand the men who are to 
compete are being drilled and trained to the 
highest pitch for thie events. 

Football has developed in the last few years 
from a test of strength toa test of science. 
It is a special science and it requires a special 
training, and that training is about as vigor- 
ous and as trying as anything a man is likely 
to have to go through in all his lifetime. In 
a physical way it makes many men and it 
breaks a great many others, but there are few 
fellows, indeed, who go tocollege who are not 
willing to run all the risks for the glory there 
is in store. 

The trainmg ofa football player begins 
now in many cases in the high schools about 
the country, but the truly scientific part does 
not come until he reaches college. At Har- 
vard, Yale, and Princton, for instance, the 
work begins about the first of September,a 
month before college opens. At about that 
time the men who played on the ‘varsity 
teams the year before get together and do 
alittle light work. The Yale mea go to 
Travers Island usually and the Harvard men 
to De Land’s farm, near Newcastle. There 
they run a litt e, try at punting and kick the 
ball, practice falling on it, and take a lot of 
other outdoor exercise to get themselves in 
good physical trim by the time college opens. 

Entering the Team, 

Then thé other candidates, the fellows who 
have tried for the varsity before and missed 
it beeause somebody else was a little better, 
declare themselves in the race for the places 
that were made vacant by graduation and set 
themselves at work, Every body is at liberty 
to try, provided he be regularly in college of 
courses and the more who try ‘the better for 
the team. At each of the big colleges there 


are uspally between forty and fifty candidates 
at the beginning of the year, From this number 


the weaker material is dropped out until the 
’varsity remains. Some of the others go into 
the gecond elevens to be ready in case of -uch 
emergencies as broken legs, fractured heads, 
and other mishaps to wh.ch the men on 

first teams are liable, and to stand the chance 
of promotion also with the opening of another 


year. 

They all have to work, though, from the 
start, and sacrifice a great many thing,, such 
as e garets and other special sde.ights of col- 
lecke life. The line p' begins usually a 
day or so after college opens, and the mien 
are given a chance to show if they have any 
spec al adaptation or ability for the game. 
By the end of the first two weeks the number 
is genera.ly cut down io beiween twenty-five 
anc thirty men and they are sent to the train- 
ing tabi : 

The training table is one from whose menu 
card ail the luxuries and useless delicacies are 
strictiy barred. Nothing goes there that does 
not bring brawn and muscle to the man who 
eats it or conduce in same way or other to the 
preser vation of good ysical cond:tion. At 
the Lale training tabie, for instance, the 
breakfast bili of fare is usually like this: 


Toast. 
Milk and Oatmeal Water. 

For luncheon in the middle of the day there 
is bouilids, cold roast beef almost invariably, 
and more baked potatoes, more toast, more 
milk, and more oatméai water. The dinner 
bili is more elaborate, It usually presents 
such dishes as these: 

Roast Beef, and Chicken, 
Vegetables.

end of the week to the 
nights, though, there is a trifling indulgefice; 
ale and ice cream are served on alternate 
weeks. Next day being Sunday, with no ac- 
tual work to do, the ice cream is not feared. 

That is the food the football player gets, 
and he is not allowed to eat away from the 
training table or except at the regular hours 
for meals. 

Few That Are Chosen. 


Usually by about the Ist of November there 
is another division, and the eleven men who 
have done the mest promising work and who 

are the men likely to play in the big games 
are sent.to a special traning table as the ’var- 
sity team. Theothersare kept on training 
rations also at the second eleven's table. 

The practicing a football candidate does is 
ordinarily his principal work at college for 
the time being. Special concessions are made 
by the faculty to the nen on the teams and 
crews and to them more cuts of recita- 
tions are allowed and excuses for absence are 
easily obtairied. 

At 10 o'clock all for whom it is possible go 
to the gymnasium and work chest weights 
and pulleys and punt and pass and catch the 
bail for about three-quarters of an hour. Then 
there is a chance for study or recitation up to 
1 o'clock, when lunch is on at the training 
table. At 2o’clock the men go to the gym 
and dress to go out to the feild 
for the afternoon practice. The ’varsity 
team lines up ainst the second eleven, 
which is usually thirteen, and then they go at 
each other fast and hard in regular game 
practice usually for two twenty-five or thirty 
minute haives. Then they all return to the 
gym for a bath and a rub and to have 
aii strains, bruises, and scratches patched up 
and. general physical examinations made. 
Regular physicians are in attendunce every 
day for this work and ordinarily they have a 
good deal to do. 

Mixed up with all this of course is a good 
deal of running to deverop the wind aud work 


with the chest weights and dumbbelis to ex- 


ercise and strengthen the upper body. In the 

“field practice between the two elevens the 
tackling and interference for guarding are 
worked up and the men get the strength of 
endurance. At Harvard the members of the 
team work at a dummy tackle bag which they 
un against, and dive at and grav so as to 
earn how to meet a runner as he comes 
tearing down the field with the ball. 

After the bath and rub down at the con- 
clusion of the afternoon's practice the men 
rest until 6 o'clock and then go to dinner. 
On the wail where every one can see it is 
placed a blackboard and at the end of the 
meal new plays ate mapped out and there is 
drill in the signals. Dota represent men on 
the board and numbers signify the plays. 
The Captain gives the num ber for a certain 
play and then asks some one to trace it out 
on the board. That some one indicates by 
the dots on the board to what player the ball 
is to be passed, through what man in the op- 
posing line the rush is to be made, or around 
whichend a run is to be sent, and further 
tells where each man is supposed to be and 
what he is supposed to do to help the play and 
prevent any one from tackling the man with 
the ball. All the men are made to go through 
all the plays in this way repeatediy, so that 
every pee ag know just, where.every other 
one ought tp be, and where he may go for pro- 
tection in all the team movements.

He is always consulted 
when new departures of any importance are 
to be made. It is to his house that the 
coaches and the team Captain and manager 
frequently go in the evening to plan the work 
of the players, decide what advice sn a 
shall give, and settle other matters of im- 
portance. Thecoaches who are usually on 
deck in recent years are Ray Tompkins and 
„Pop“ Corbin far the center mea, Hef- 
felfinger for the guards, “Billy” Rhodes 
and Hammie Wailis. for the tackles, 
Knapp, “ Kid” Wallace, and Hartwell for the 
ends, Vance McCormick and Wurtember 
for the quarters, Laurie Bliss, McCiung, Wil- 
lis Terry, and Tot Harvey for the halves, 
and Billy Bull for the full back. 

Harvard’s Co ches. 

At Harvard Lorin F. De Land is probably 
the best known of the coaches because of his 
invention of the flymg wedge and other 
plays that bave been much used. The fali of 
the year he devotes almost exclusive:y to the 
Harvard foot team. Dr. A. W. Brooks 
Jr. is Chairman of the Harvard Advisory 
Board, however, and lea ler of the coaches. 
Others who are coaching the team this year 
are John Cranston of Capt. Cumnock’s cham- 
pion team; W. H. Lewis, the famous co.ored 
center; Joe Upton, ihe tack e; Bernie Traf.- 
ford, Captain two years ago; Marshall New. 
ell, who coached Corneil’s good team; S. B. 
R. Crosby; anda lot of other big fellows in 
the game, 

One big thing in football training is the 
secret practice. As soon as the varsity eleven 

denn pretty definitely decided on the 
men go behinda high board fence every day 
to do their work keep out everybody who 
is not connected with the practice inside. The 
signals are as sacred asthe grip and the 
secrets of the college fraternity and the new 
plays that are practiced are known to only 
tne men who participate in them. When the 
Chicago Athletic team was at Cambridge the 
men were assigned to a room in the club- 
house to wait till it was time to go out on the 
fieid. On the blackboard were diagrams of 
plays that no one could understand with- 
out a knowledge f geometry, _ trig- 
conic sections, culus, 
ad vanced mathematics. 
Just as the Chicagos were taking their seats 
a Harvard man dashed into tne room, erased 
the diagrams, and after inquir if **those 
were yours, gentlemen,” he bolted out of the 
room, 

Watchmen are kept at all the gates and 
others patrol the fences on the outside to 
keep e from peeping through the cracks 
and knotholés. The utmost secrecy is main- 
tained in every way, so that noinkling of a 
team’s practice may be kaown outside. Aijl 
this is deemed to be necessary to prevent the 
rival teams from get a line on one an- 
other’s play, and ind it is. BEmissaries 
of ail the big colleges are frequentiy sent to 
learn what is possibie of the way rival teams 
are playing, so that they may know what sort 
of a game to expect when the big matches are 
on. Almost every public practice game that 
is played by the big coliege teams with the 
smaller ones is watched by scouts sent out by 
the other big rivals. No great military en- 
gagement was ever mapped out with more 
precisidn, or more care, or in & more scien- 
tiie manner than are the modern games of 
football between the big college elevens. The 
difference between victory and defeat is 3 
thing to these college armies, and there 1. 
most nothing they will not sacrifice to win.

; ives, few would do rune more than 
exercise their legs. The pitchers and catchers 
begin work early in the cage, and the 
batting also starts there soon after practice is 
inaugurated, The cage is a big wire inclosure 
with a dirt floor, where the ball may be batted 
orthrown around without endangering the 
window glass or the heads of those not inter- 
ested in the game. Every day there is a run 
of two or three miles outdoors, no matter 
what the weather. The art of sliding bases 
requires a good deal of practice to be learned 
and that goes on from the start in the cage, 
so that the fellows may learn how to make 
the dive and how to land without hurting 
themselves. Stagg used a base-sliding ma- 
chine when he was Captain of the Yale team 
and others have used it since. 

As soon as the weather will permit in 
the spri the men begin their outdoor 
practice. ey take their positions about the 
diamond and have other fellows bat to them, 
practice battmg and running the bases, and 
play preliminary games as soon as the men 
are sufficiently nimble. In batting practice 
they are divided up into squads and pitchers 
who are hired for the purpose fire the ball at 
them. The different squads line ub before a 
big net; each man takes a crack at one 
pitcher and then the squad passes on to the 
next. In that way they learn to “ find the
